Dr. T. Campbell Macintosh 
Chairman of tho Department 
Physiology, was elected Fellow of 
the Itoyal Society yesterday 
London. 

A Fellowship in the Society is 
accounted a high scientifl 
honour; 26 now Fellows are elect 
ed each year. Founded in inuu 
for tho "prosecution of scientific 
research", or as it was thon 
known, "experimental philo- 
sophy", the Hoyill Society was In- 
corporated as a chartered insti- 
tution two years later, with an 
original membership of 116 that 
included most eminent English- 
men of the day. AH Common- 
wealth scientists are eligible for 
election. 

Dr. Staclntosh holds an M.A 
from Dalliouflle, and obtained his 
Ph.D. at McQllI in 1937. He holds 
the Joseph .Moriey Drake chair in 
Physiology as well as being chair- 
man of the departinent

Henceforth, these members will 
bo nominated by the Executive 
but will be approved by the mem 
bers ot the Society. Society mem 
hers may also propose additions 
to» tho Executive's slate of honor- 
ary appointment. 

Sf'AULI-Tr KEY 
A selection committee will 
also pass on nominations for 
tho Scarlet Key elections, and 
will select 8 candidates when 
one is 1^ bo clcctisl, 4, when 
two are to bo elected, «, when 
throo am to bo elected, and 7 
when four posts are at stake. 
This committee will consist of 
the President of the Society, the 
Vice-President, an Independent 
member of the SEC, one from the 
SAC, and the Student Counsellor 
—nov. Clifford Knowles. 

Other changes In the Scarlet 
Key constitution would require

McGill's freshmen are on the 
whole fnfourabic towards the 
Canadian Officers' Training Corps, 
according (o a poll taken in Eng- 
lish 100 classes last fall. 68% ot 
them know what it is; those who 
didn't were informed, 85% of 
them feel It serves a worthwhile 
purpose; 4 3 Co think tliat they 
would henofk from ciill.slmont. 
Only 35% of tlioni, however, 
were interested In learning more 
about the COTC from Contingent 
officers. 

Also questioned, were GO of 

(he present members of the Mc- 
Glll Conllngent. Asked why ihey 
hud enlisted, 31 Çp mentioned the 
pay ($185 a month), 30% listed 
practical training, 28% had been 
primarily interested in getting a 
commission.

We will, howevci', di.spute the cliiini 
that by eliminating tangible awards one 
docs away with the rewards of extracurri- 
cular activities. The true rewards are the 
activities themselves and the pleasure, pri- 
de and knowledge obtained while partakong 
of them. The student wrestler, the campus 



dramatist, and the co-ed reporter all give 
many hours of their year to their specific 
interests, not for any award which may 
come their way as a result but for the 
sheer fun of it and what they may learn 
from doing it. Participation and achieve- 
ment are certainly their own rewards. 

It has long been our thesis that extra- 
curricular activities arc an integral part of 
university life and indeed of a complete 
university education. Leadership in stu- 
dent affairs is a two-way propositions for 
the individual it means a definite personal 
gain, for the university community a nec- 
essary addition to its life. 

This must be true of our more import- 
ant university activities as -well. Not for 
the M.A. or B.Sc. to be appended to our 
names do we go to college. Long after the 
parchment scroll becomes yellow and tat- 
tered, and the extracurriculai* awards arc 
sadly tarnished do the other rewards re- 
main with us. For if there be no joy in the 
doing, it w:v: fr.r bctLcr that the thing not 
be done.

What's news af Inco ? 




J.V you were asked to transport 
more than 12,000 tons of ore 
7 miles every day, you would not 
think of using wheelbarrows. You 
might think of trucks, or you might 
use trains, as we did for many 
years, but tliat would require 400 big 
railway cars per day. 

Inco engineers came up with a plan 
to separate the ore at the mine-head into 
two products — valuable material (concentrate), 
and waste rock (tailings). The concentrate 
is pumped 7 miles through wood stave 
pipes to the Copper ClifT smelter. The waste 
material is pumped 4 miles to waste beds. 

' . Why pump the waste so far? Because 
we miist not fill up valuable lakes and streams. 

This new transportation has helped make it possible 
to mine low grade ore. It has saved trouble too. These 
materials in ore cars would freeze solid in the sub-zero 
temperatures of this district. Freezing has not occurred in 
these B.C. fir lines since they were first put in operation.
